1i, OCNTAOTS IN VIENNA i 

GOETTSCH 1 s first M ideological " oontaot in VIENNA wap that with Dr, 

DOPPLER, beginning at the end of 1943; his second nos with the SPANN- 
HEINRICH Group, which steamed from the Kemeradschnftsbund of 
Sudetenlanders; the third was that with PQPEK and through him (invisibly) 
with the Sooial Demoorats, This last is the one that GOETTSCH appears most 
intrigued with; he reoited again his.' meeting’ with PQPEK and Ursula HEGSCHEUT, 
the story of Ursula and her frequent inprisonments and esoapes. 

POPEK was far to’ the Left" himself, % and' had ideas of a Sooial Democratic 
uprising of behalf of. the Russians, but was about equally willing to 
cooperate with the Western Powers* 

2, CCNTAOT WITH THE SOCIAL’ DEMOCRATS : • : 

GOETTSCH .maintains that his only real oontaot with the Sooial Demoorats 
was this one. He knows Ministerialrat RAAB, the present Minister of labour ir 
AUSTRIA, but apparently hod no aotive oontaot with him. He learned only a 
little about Socialist plans from PQPEK* ' HQETTL requested that .a Sooialist be 
cent to SWITZERLAND, evidently "as evidenoe of good faith’ to the Americans, 
but POPEK was at BHUENN, keeping away from the Stapo, and it was too late to 
send anybody* .• ... 

• GOETTSCH Bays that he arranged with POPEK, in February ’ or March, to 
postpone an intended Sooialist uprising for at least three weeks, pending 
some, definite answer to the overtures in SWITZERLAND.

GOETTSCH says he 'knows nothing of Q-5 or 0-*> (COMMENT: HQETTL in 
% special -interrogation said GOETTSCH had been in oontaot with Q-\5» & Leftist '

GOETTSCH cayn that he aELscuased with PQPEK the Austrian 
Rreiheitsbewegung, and that POPEK advised against oontaot with it beoause of 
its ‘disunity and its heavy oommunist tinge. This disoussion took plaoe.. 
in the fall of 1944; GOETTSCH made no further effort to ajproooh this* group* 

Some time after 2Q July, GOETTSCH discussed with ; PQPEK and SPANN the 
possibility of assassinating HITLER. All agreed that it would be heoessary 
to have Wehna&oht support, and it was felt that this oould hot be forthcoming 
without a guarantee of support from .the Western Powers* - • 

SPANN had some plan for a revolt in VIENNA also, but ‘took no aotive 
ntepp beoause of this laok of support from the West* ‘ '

Once again GOETTSCH turned in a human interest story on even this 
unpromising subject; his first oontaot vdth MIUNER was in 1944* ’on POPEK* s 
behalf, when POPEK asked GOETTSCH to find out about a friend of. his who ba/i 
been arrested; the oeoohd was in regard to a Dr* WINTERSBERGER,^ who was 
about to be "declared a Jew" despite evidence io^the'Oohtrary, end on whose 
well-being SPANN and HEINRICH depended strongly*. . GOETTSCH gave MILENER 
' f alee t information that WINTERS3ERGER was working for "VjyB in SLOVAKIA, end i 
thuo saved him* ’ ••• • • ” .

1 showed him a dossier on the oonments of an agent about 
a meeting with. some one in the Austrian Ere ihe itat owergung . MIL INBR knew 

GOETTSCH. ’ (OOMMENTi HQETTL states that MUJHER 
was . intentionally misinformed about the oontaots of the; (WETTSCH-HDETTL Group, 
by the olaim .that they were engaged in penetrating a resistance movement.)

Late in 1 943 > GOETTSCH got KlLTEtlBEUNNER’s approval . of. his effort to contact 
’ ^'Ideological, ^opponents", but he insists that K/J/TENBRUNNER had no 'inkling of 
his', real- purpose - . . /Not' till the 'four woeka'-before his arifcest did GOETTSCH 
discuss openly, with KAITENBHUNNER his intentions. He had some onto the 
...ideological... interests' during his long s iokneao before 1$43> and felt that 
some -pointa/of . dontaot must be mode with the Western Bowers'; in this respeot — 
Freemasonry and'- the ohurohes he '‘thought Were the most promising, and -hence he

K/XTEbT3RUNNER. over, and agreed on the importonoo . of trying to win SKQRZMY 
too. GOETTSCH . does not soom to have indoctrinated SKORZENY, but he learned 

. that WANICK spoke, with SKORZMT later, and had the impression that SKORZENY * 
was favourable to their plans. . 

When GOETTSCH loomed, that SKORZENY* s role in the reduit was not be a 
• key one, and that he hod only a group of >*4/)0d loyal' followers withwiiom he 
wanted to retire into the mountains, GOETTSCH deoided to try to* get thio 
company as a palaoe guard in th® event of trouble Wien the anticipated 
Austrian Provisional Government should be sot up, and the Gauleiters fired.

GOETTSCH asked about' using people from.VL E as couriers for SKORZENY *s 
troop, but SKORZENY Was unwilling to oonsider it. 

9, MEETING WITH KALTENBRUNNER AND SKORZENY TN RAT.ZRTTRG * 

In order to renew on a friendly basis the oontaot between KALTENBRUNNER 
and SKORZENY, GOETTSCH arranged . that they souM' meet at SALZBURG late in April*. 
His propose was to assure himself of SKORZ^NY's troop;, he says neither - 
KALTENBRUNNER ' nor SKORZENY knew .the real purpose. By that time, GOETSCH 
knew for certain that there was little likelihood of -real resistance in the 
reduit; and henoe saw that the original reason for approaching SKORZENY was 
not valid.

GOETTSCH now remembers that two meetings were held at GMUNDEN around 
2 O April. They were arranged by MUEHIMANN, and were aimed tobring together 

groups to w a k e oohordte plans. NBUBAOHBR was . there , and urged that - 
resistance be stopped. KALTENBRUNNER; PSOHIKRXK, GOETTSCH, WAl JBCK, WUBHKg^^ 
(NEUBi'XHER’n seoretory, who also worked in VI. E unde^ffAIffiCK, and wheel" 
GOETTSCH met 'for^tKe fifst' tii^' th^)’ Were present. ^ The attempt was mado to 
oonvinoe KALTENBRUNNER to Use his power 'to bring, about a change in the 
Government. They also disoussed the possibility of stopping resistance agaia sit 
the Western Powers while it continued against Russia. KALTENBRUNNER gave no 
assuranoe that he wauld dot to bring about a change of government. 

21. MEETING AT -STROBL AROUND 28 APRIL i

Here KALTENBRUNNER , MUEHIMANN, WANEOK, P3DHHCRIK, and GOETTSCH were 
again present , and in addition HDETTL Olid GLAISB^HDERSTINAU. Shis meeting 
had the purpose of bringing together KALTENBRUNNER with GOETTSOH* a Oirole* 

WANECK and GOETTSCH arrived late, after MUEHIMANN and HDETTL had 
already spent a long time with" KALTENBRUNNER, KALTENBRUNNER had already agxs ed 
to a provisional Austrian Government; HDETTL was to try to get the approval 
of the Western Powers, for it, and -MUEHIMANN .was to make oontaot with 
potential members; GOETTSCH remembers ENDER as a possible member; he 
himself proposed OTHMAR SPANN and Hr, DOPPLER. GOETTSCH urged; 

KALTENBRUNNER to broadcast, ordering the end of redidtanoe, but he refused.

GOETTSCH feels that KALTENBRUNNER would have had it iri his power to 
prevent further action toward foundation of the reduit, but that /probably out 
of a false sense of loyalty to HITLER, he refused to take positive aotiofi. 

22. PLANS TO SET UP SOORiER SERVICE WITH SKORZENY 

GROUPS - 2EIS0HKA . ■ . 

About ton people froa VI E were at ALT AUSSEE the end of April and the 
beginning of May - GOETTSCH does not reveal their names n.end. .it ooourred to 
him that ono way to penetrate the aotivities of SKORZENY 1 a popple would be to 
plaoe the ten. men in SKORZENYts oorapany, if possible, as couriers; they were 

largely competent mountaineers egad so well qualified.

GOETTSCH says that he hod ZEISCHKA disouos the poaoibility of acting 
as couriers, witi. these people, from some time about. 20th of April on; ■ 
GOETTSCH explained to ZEISCHKA something of the importanoe of being 
informed of the whereabouts of the SKORZENY groups. The penetration 
business was never actually carried out, nor were the men aotually used as 
oouriers. " V 

GOETTSCH claims that, these men withdrew to a oabin near. Alii A USSEE , 
and that WANEOK reported their whereabouts tq the Apor loans « He does not 

know what beoame of them.- - ' •
